Embroidery  needle  and  embroidery  floss 
Stuffing 
Ribbons:  1  (16")  length  'V-wide  satin,  1  (18") 

length  l"-widc  sheer 

Directions  for  heart  envelope 

1   Transfer  patterns  on  page  1 0  to  felt  and  cut 
2  large  hearts  from  red  and  letters  from  dark 
pink.  Using  pinking  shears,  cut  1  medium  heart 
from  white. 

2  Center  and  glue  medium  heart  on  1  red  heart 
for  envelope  front.  Referring  to  photo  for  posi- 
tioning, glue  letters  on  white  heart.  Let  dry. 
3  With  right  side  up  and  edges  aligned,  stack 
envelope  front  on  remaining  red  heart. 
Beginning  and  ending  at  dots  (see  pattern)  and  using 
W  seam  allowance,  machine-stitch  hearts  together 
around  bottom  point  to  make  envelope. 

4  Cut  1  (16")  length  and  2  (5")  lengths  from  !  s"- 
wide  pink  satin  ribbon.  Glue  1  end  of  16"  rib- 
bon length  inside  envelope  at  each  top  side.  Tie 
each  5"  ribbon  in  bow.  Glue  bows  on  heart  front 


(see  photo).  Let  dry.  If  desired,  arrange  dried  flow- 
ers in  envelope. 

Directions  for  stuffed  heart 

1   Transfer  patterns  on  page  1 0  to  felt  and  cut 
2  large  hearts  from  first  color  and  1  small  heart 
from  third  color.  Using  pinking  shears,  cut  1  medi- 
um heart  from  second  color. 

2  Center  and  glue  medium  heart  on  1  large  heart 
for  front.  Let  dry.  Center  and  stitch  small  heart 
on  medium  heart  with  embroidery  floss,  usim 


straightstitching  or  blanket  stitching.  With  right  side 
up  and  edges  aligned,  stack  front  on  remaining  large 
heart.  Using  lA"  seam  allowance,  machine-stitch 
hearts  together,  leaving  small  opening.  Stuff  heart 
and  slipstitch  opening  closed. 


3  Glue  1  end  of  16"  ribbon  length  between  felt 
layers  at  top  of  each  lobe  of  heart.  Tie  sheer 
ribbon  in  bow  and  glue  to  front  of  heart  at  top. 
Let  dry.

Directions  for  flower  card 

IFokl  card  stock  in  half  to  make  4  V  x  61  2"  card. 
Tear  edges  of  fuchsia  paper  so  that  it  measures 
approximately  J3A"  x  6". Tear  bright  green  paper  scrap 
so  that  it  measures  approximately  '4"  x  V  ^" .  Cut    -" 
diameter  circle  from  yellow  paper  scrap. Transfer 
flower  petal  pattern  to  paper  plate  9  times,  positioning 
pattern  so  that  wide  end  of  petal  is  over  humps  in  flutes 
ot  plate.  Cut  out  flower  petals. 

2  Center  torn  fuchsia  rectangle  on  front  of  card. 
Glue  in  place.  Referring  to  photo,  glue  bright 
green  stem,  paper  plate  flower  petals,  and  yellow 
flower  center  to  front  of  card.   Let  dry. 

3  Use  red  puff  paint  to  paint  small  hearts  freehand  on 
card  front.  Let  dry. 

Directions  for  double-heart  card 

11  old  light  lavender  paper  in  halt  so  that  it  measures 
5"  x  8".  Position  card  so  that  5"  edges  are  at  top 
and  bottom.  Using  pencil,  light!)  draw  line  across  width 
of  card,  S1  >"  above  bottom  edge  of  card.  Transfer  small 


heart  to  white  scrap  ot  paper  2  times  and  cut  out 
hearts.  Referring  to  photo,  position  hearts  on  line 
drawn  across  top  of  card.  Lighth  trace  around  hearts. 
Remove  hearts.  Cutting  through  both  layers  of  paper, 
cut  along  marked  pencil  line  and  along  outline  of 
hearts. 

2  To  make  stamp,  transfer  swirl  pattern  to  Fun  Foam 
and  cut  out.  Clue  loam  swirl  to  scrap  ot  foam-core 
board.  Dip  paintbrush  into  Dust\  Violet.  AppK  even 
coat  ot  paint  to  swirl  stamp.  Press  stamp  firmly  onto 
card  front.  Repeat  to  stamp  additional  swirls  on  card 
front  as  desired.  Let  dry. 

3  Transfer  small  heart  pattern  once  to  dark  lavender 
paper  scrap  and  once  to  fuchsia  paper  scrap.  Do  not 
cut  out  hearts.  Apply  very  thin  line  ot  3-D  Foiling  Glue 
along  edges  of  hearts.  Let  dry.  (Clue  will  be  opaque  and 
stick)  when  dry.  Clue  must  be  thoroughly  dry  before 
toil  is  applied.  )To  apply  gold  foil,  lay  toil  dull  side  down 
on  top  of  glue  lines.  Using  finger,  gently  but  firmly 
press  foil  onto  glue,  completely  covering  glue  w  ith  foil. 
Peel  away  foil  paper.  Carefully  tear  hearts  outside  foil 
line. 

4  Referring  to  photo  and  marked  lines,  position 
hearts  on  front  of  card  and  glue  in  place.  Using 
very  thin  line-  of  3-D  Foiling  Clue,  write  "Love"  on 
front  of  card.  Let  dry.  Apply  foil  as  in  Step  3. 

Directions  for  gold  heart  card 

IFold  dark  lavender  paper  in  halt  so  that  it  measures 
31  ^"  x  S3A".  Referring  to  photo  and  using  gold  ink 
pen,  repeatedly  write  "Love"  diagonally  across  front  of 
card. 

2  Coat  front  of  posterboard  piece  with  glue.  Press 
piece  ot  gold  tissue  into  glue,  aligning  edges. 
Smooth  out  wrinkles.  Repeat  tor  opposite  side  of 
posterboard  piece.  I  et  dry.  Transfer  large  heart  pattern 
to  tissue-covered  posterboard  piece.  Cut  out  heart. 

3  From  white  paper  scrap,  cut  '  4"  \  9"  strip.  Notch 
each  end  ot  strip.  Using  gold  ink  pen,  write  "Love" 
repeated!)  along  length  of  strip.  Referring  to  photo, 
told  white  paper  strip  around  gold  heart.  Clue  strip  in 
place.  Glue  heart  to  center  front  of  card.

Swirl 
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Easter  Banner 

Make  this  bright  banner  in  less  time  than  it  takes  to  find  the  prize  egg!  The 

appliques  are  fused  in  place  and  then  outlined  with  dimensional  paint

Alccne's  Fusible  Web™ 

Fabrics:  dark  blue  scraps  for  wording;  1  (18"  x  30") 
piece  green  plaid;  1  (10"  x  12")  piece  each  pur- 
ple, yellow,  orange,  and  hot  pink;  1  (6"  x  9") 
piece  each  yellow  print,  light  purple  print,  pink- 
and-white  check,  dark  purple  check,  and  hot 
pink  print;  1  (29"  x  43")  piece  light  blue 

White  fabric  marking  pencil 

2"  alphabet  stencils 

Dimensional  fabric  paints:  green,  orange,  purple, 
hot  pink 

1  (34")  length  '/^"-diameter  wooden  dowel 
Ribbons:  1  Vi  yards  for  hanger,  variety  widths  and 

lengths  for  streamers  (optional) 

Directions 

IFuse  web  to  wrong  side  of  dark  blue  fabric 
scraps.  Using  fabric  marking  pencil  and  alphabet 
stencils,  transfer  "Happy  Easter"  to  right  side  of  dark 
blue  scraps.  Cut  out  fabric  letters.  Set  aside. 

2  Fuse  web  to  wrong  side  of  remaining  fabrics. 
Transfer  leaf  pattern  (on  page  1 6)  to  right  side 
of  green  plaid  4  times;  reverse  pattern  and  transfer 

2  times.  Transfer  tulip  pattern  (on  page  17)  to  right 
side  of  purple,  yellow,  orange,  and  hot  pink  1  time 
each.  Transfer  egg  pattern  (on  page  16)  1  time  each 
to  remaining  applique  fabrics.  Cut  out  shapes. 
Remove  paper  backing  from  all  cutout  fabric  pieces. 


3  From  fusible  web,  cut  2  ('/>"  x  43")  strips  and 
2  (W  x  29")  strips.  To  hem  side  edges  of  ban- 
ner, on  wrong  side,  press  1  (V2"  x  43")  fusible  web 
strip  along  each  long  edge  of  light  blue  fabric  piece. 
Remove  paper  backing.  Fold  each  long  edge  Vi"  to 
wrong  side  and  fuse  in  place.  On  wrong  side,  press 
1  (W  x  29")  fusible  web  strip  along  each  short 
edge  of  light  blue  piece.  Remove  paper  backing.  To 
hem  bottom  of  banner,  fold  bottom  edge  Vi"  to 
wrong  side  and  fuse  in  place.  For  top  casing,  fold 
top  edge  2 'A"  to  wrong  side  and  fuse  in  place. 

4  Referring  to  photo,  position  applique  pieces  on 
banner  background.  From  light  blue  fabric 
scraps,  cut  pieces  to  fit  back  areas  of  eggs  that 
extend  beyond  edges  of  banner.  Fuse  appliques  in 
place,  making  sure  light  blue  fabric  pieces  are  posi- 
tioned beneath  egg  extensions. 

5  Referring  to  photo  and  using  dimensional 
paints,  outline  leaves  with  wavy  lines,  add  veins 
down  center  of  leaves,  and  paint  zigzag  stem 
beneath  each  tulip  with  green;  outline  yellow  egg 
with  orange;  outline  light  purple  egg  and  dark  pur- 
ple egg  with  purple;  and  outline  pink-and- white  egg 
and  hot  pink  egg  with  hot  pink.  Let  dry. 

6  Insert  wooden  dowel  through  casing.  For  hang- 
er, tie  1  end  of  1  Vi  yard  ribbon  length  to  each 
end  of  dowel  near  banner.  If  desired,  tie  remaining 
ribbon  lengths  to  each  end  of  dowel  for  streamers.

Turn  second  clav  pot  upside  down 
and  stack  on  first  clav  pot;  glue  rims  together.  Stack 
third  clav  pot,  right  side  up,  on  top  of  second  clav 
pot  and  hot-glue  bottoms  of  pots  together.  Repeat 
with  remaining  pots  and  saucer. 

2  For  each,  using  patterns  on  page  20,  transfer 
1  outer  ear  pattern  and  1  arm  pattern  to  white 
Fun  Foam;  reverse  patterns  and 
transfer  again. Then  transfer  1  innei 
car  pattern  to  pink  Fun  Foam; 
reverse  pattern  and  transfer  again. 
Cut  out  shapes.  Center  and  hot- 
glue  1  inner  ear  on  top  of  each 
outer  ear.

4  For  boy,  to  make  overalls,  trim  IV2"  x  1 2'/+" 
piece  as  shown  in  Diagram  B  (on  page  20).  Cut 
2"  slit  in  center  of  bottom  edge  of  overalls.  Fold  cut 
edges  of  slit  to  wrong  side  and  hot-glue  in  place  (see 
photo).  Fold  V2"  of  bottom  edge  under  and  hot-glue 
in  place.  Referring  to  photo,  hot-glue  overalls  to 
remaining  clav-pot  bunnv.  For  belt,  fold  long  edges 
of  1 '  2"  x  12"  denim  strip  under  and  hot-glue  in 
place.  Hot-glue  belt  around  bunnv  along  rim  of  cen- 
ter pot.  Transfer  pocket  pattern  to  2"  square  of 
checked  fabric  and  cut  out.  Referring  to  photo,  hot- 
glue  sides  and  bottom  of  pocket  to  bib  of  overalls. 
5  For  each,  referring  to  photo,  hot-glue  2  arms 
to  bunnv;  hot-glue  1  basket  in  hand.  (Baskets 
mav  hold  better  glued  to  bodv  rather  than  Fun  Foam 
hand.)  Referring  to  photo,  hot-glue  2  white  pom- 
poms to  face  for  cheeks.  For  nose,  hot-glue  1  black 
pom-pom  on  top  of  white  pom-poms.  Hot-glue 
1  set  of  green  or  blue  buttons  in  place  for  eves. 

6  For  girl,  hot-glue  silk  flowers  around  base  of 
girl's  straw  hat.  For  boy,  hot-glue  remaining 
light  green  ribbon  around  base  of  bov 's  hat.  For 
each,  referring  to  photo,  position  2  ears  on  hat  and 
mark  position  with  pencil.  Using  craft  knife,  slit 
through  hat  at  marks.  Slip  ears  through  slits  in  hat. 
Hot-glue  hat  and  ears  to  top  of  bunnv. 
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Trim  shaded 
areas.

Directions  for  picture  mat 

1  Referring  to  tips  below,  fuse  web  to  wrong  side 
of  lace,  fuse  lace  to  right  side  of  mat.  Trim 
excess  lace  from  picture  opening,  leaving  1"  all 
around.  Fold  excess  lace  to  back  of  mat  and  fuse, 
clipping  curves  as  needed. 

2  Tie  ribbon  in  bow.  Glue  bow  and  assorted  trims 
to  mat  as  desired.  Let  dry. 

Directions  for  box 

1    Following  BoxMaker  directions,  cut  box  blank 
to  desired  size  for  box  and  lid.  Cut  1  piece  of 
lace  to  cover  right  side  of  box  and  lid.  Referring  to 
tips  below,  fuse  web  to  wrong  side  of  each  piece  of 
lace.  Fuse  lace  to  right  side  of  matching  box  piece. 

2  Complete  box,  following  BoxMaker  directions. 
Tie  ribbon  in  bow.  Glue  bow  and  assorted  trims 
to  box  lid  as  desired.  Let  drv. 


Crafting  Tips 


This  picture  mat  and  box  require  that  you  apply 
fusible  web  to  lace,  which  could  be  a  very 
messy  operation  if  you  don't  plan  ahead.  Follow 
these  steps  to  keep  from  getting  fusible  web  on  your 
iron  and  ironing  board. 

•  Cover  your  ironing  board  with  a  piece  of  fusible 
web  paper  (without  the  web)  or  with  a  piece  of 
smooth  fabric  that  can  be  discarded  afterward. 

•  Stack  the  lace  (right  side  down)  with  a  piece  of 
fusible  web  (paper  side  up)  on  the  protected  ironing 
board. 

•  Fuse  the  web  to  the  lace.  Remove  the  release 
paper  from  the  web. 

•  Stack  the  picture  mat  or  box  piece  (right  side  up) 
and  the  lace  (web  side  down)  on  the  protected  iron- 
ing board. 

•  Place  another  piece  of  fusible  web  paper  (without 
the  web)  on  top  and  fuse  the  lace  to  the  project  item.

Directions 

1    Transfer  oval  pattern  to  paper  so  that  bottom  of 
oval  is  about  '  l/i6n  from  1  short  end  and  is  cen- 
tered along  width  of  paper.  Cut  out  oval,  using  craft 
knife.  To  form  card,  fold  end  of  paper  with  oval 
cutout  up  234"  to  form  pocket.  Glue  side  edges  of 


pocket  to  secure,  using  Tacky  Glue  sparingly.  Let 
drv.  Draw  scalloped  border  around  oval  cutout, 
using  marker.  Then  fold  top  end  of  paper  down  over 
pocket. 

2  Transfer  desired  pattern  to  card  front  (see 
photo).  For  each  color  of  paint,  mix  2  parts 
water  with  1  part  paint  to  make  a  thin  wash.  Paint 
design  with  thinned  paint.  Let  drv. 

3  Apply  tine  lines  of  3-D  Foiling  Glue  to  card 
front  to  outline  painted  design  and  to  add 
details.  Let  drv.  (Glue  will  be  opaque  and  stick v 
when  dry.  Glue  must  be  thoroughlv  dry  before  foil 
is  applied.) To  apply  foil,  lav  foil  dull  side  down  on 
top  of  glue  lines.  Using  finger,  press  foil  onto  glue, 
completely  covering  glue  with  toil.  Peel  away  foil 
paper. 

4  Write  desired  message  on  card  front,  using 
marker.

ghost-shaped  cookies,  and  a  Jew  soft-sculpture  pumpkins.  These  gourds 

are  a  delightful  jail  accent  for  a  den  or  a  kitchen.

Needle  and  thread

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3  Fill  plastic  dishpan  halfwa)  with  lukewarm 
water.

Slowly  lift  deckle 
and  mold  above  water  and  allow  excess  water  to 
drain  from  pulp  (see  Photo  A).  Remove  deckle  md 
mold  from  dishpan.  Carefully  lift  deckle  off  mold 
and  set  aside.

4  To  prepare  drving  surface,  stack  newspapers 
(about  1"  thick),  towel,  and  felt  on  flat  surface.

Paper  will  release  from 
screen  when  enough  moisture  has  been  sponged 
away.

(Depending  on  humiditv,  paper  mav  take 
longer  to  drv. )  When  paper  is  dry  enough  to  hold 
together,  remove  from  drving  surface  and  set  aside 
to  dry  completelv.

IFor  each,  put  flowers  in  bottle.  Fill  bottle  with 
oli\e  or  almond  oil,  using  runnel.  Cut  open  vita 
min-E  capsules  and  squeeze  oil  into  bottle.  Add 
essential  oil.  Replace  cork  stopper  in  bottle. 

2  Melt  paraffin  over  low  heat.  Invert  bottle  and 
dip  into  wax  several  times,  letting  each  coat  dry 
before  dipping  again.  Glue  ribbons  and  assorted 
trims  to  bottle  as  desired. 


Bath- Oil  Tips 


•  When  selecting  dried  flowers  to  put  into  bath  oil,  be 
sure  to  purchase  flowers  that  were  grown  and  preserved 
without  pesticides  or  chemicals.  Or  gather  flowers  from 
your  garden  and  dry  them  yourself. 

•  Instead  of  dried  flowers,  put  dried  herbs,  seashells,  col- 
ored pebbles,  or  glass  stones  into  the  oil  for  decoration. 

•  Save  glass  bottles  from  your  recycling  bin  to  use  as  con- 
tainers for  bath  oil.  Look  for  cork  stoppers  in  kitchen  shops. 

•  Let  the  bath  oil  mixture  stand  for  about  7  days  to  allow 
it  to  blend  thoroughly. 

•  Store  bath  oil  in  a  cool,  dark  place,  since  heat  and  sun- 
light can  alter  the  color  and  the  composition. 

•  If  desired,  substitute  safflower  oil  for  olive  oil  or  almond 
oil,  or  use  a  mixture  of  oils  to  create  your  own  special 
blend.  We  do  not  recommend  mineral  oil,  since  it  may 
clog  pores. 

•  Purchase  olive  oil  or  safflower  oil  in  a  grocery  stor~ 
You  can  find  almond  oil  in  a  health  food  store  or  a 
pharmacy. 

•  Essential  oils  are  found  in  some  crafts  stores  or  health 
food  stores.  To  order  essential  oils  by  mail,  write  to  The

Directions 

IFor  each,  on  protected  work  surface,  break 
wax  block  into  small  chunks.  Line  skillet  with 
aluminum  foil  and  heat  to  300°.  Place  wax  chunks 
into  loaf  pan.  Then  put  loaf  pan  into  skillet.  Slowly 
melt  candle  wax.  (It  takes  20  to  30  minutes.)  For 
colored  wax,  add  dye  pellets  while  melting  wax.  Fo 
scented  candles,  add  essential  oil. 

2  Thread  1  wick  end  through  wick  holder.  Using 
mold  sealer,  anchor  wick  holder  to  bottom  of 
shell  or  pot.  (Make  sure  to  completely  fill  hole  of 
pot  with  sealer. )  Tie  other  end  of  wick  to  wooden 
skewer  so  that  skewer  rests  flush  on  rim  of  pot  or 
shell. 

3  Slowly  pour  wax  into  shell  or  pot  to  within  A" 
of  rim.  Wax  will  shrink  from  sides  of  container 
while  it  hardens.  Add  remaining  melted  wax  to  fill 


sides  of  container.  Let  harden.  Remove  skewer  and 
cut  wick  to  within  1 "  of  rim.  Cut  to  A"  above  can- 
dle when  ready  to  light. 

4  For  flowerpot  candle,  wrap  with  sheer  ribbon,  if 
desired.  Remove  ribbon  before  lighting;  candle.

2  Along  width,  mark  line  through  center  of  blank 
side  of  rectangle.  Using  scoring  base  and  scoring 
tool  from  kit,  score  center  line.  Measure  and  mark 
2"  from  1  long  edge  of  rectangle  on  blank  side. 
Score  marked  line.  Fold  2"  scored  edge  to  blank 
side  of  rectangle.  Referring  to  photo,  cutV  shape  in 
center  of  2"  edge.  Fold  along  center  line.  Referring 
to  photo,  cut  each  outside  edge  of  2"  edge  at  angle. 
Hot-glue  outside  edges  and  V-shaped  edges. 

3  Cut  lace  to  fit  along  edges  of  folder  front.  Cut 
fusible  web  into  4  ('A'-wide)  strips.  Fuse  web 
strips  along  edges  on  right  side  of  front  cover.  Iron 
lace  strips  onto  fusible  web  strips. 

4  Referring  to  photo  and  using  Deep  Fuchsia  and 
Medium  Fuchsia  or  Deep  Violet  and  Dusty 
Violet,  paint  rosebuds  on  front  cover  of  holder.  Let 
dry.  Using  dimensional  paints,  add  rosebud  leaves, 
stems,  and  other  floral  dots.

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Heidi's  8  Great  Secrets 


ITips  for  Successful  Gluing 
To  make  Aleene's  Tacky  Glue™  orAleene's 
Designer  Tackv  Glue™  even  tackier,  leave  the  lid  off 
for  about  an  hour  before  using  it  so  that  excess 
moisture  evaporates. 

Too  much  glue  makes  items  slip  around;  it  does 
not  provide  a  better  bond.  To  apply  a  film  of  glue  to 
a  project,  make  a  cardboard  squeegee  by  cutting  a 
3"  square  of  cardboard  (cereal  box  cardboard  works 
well).  Then  use  this  squeegee  to  smooth  the  glue 
onto  the  craft  material. 


A  small  piece  of  cardboard  makes  a  good  squeegt 


2  Temporary  Tape  Tip 
To  apply  consistent  fine  lines  of  glue,  refer  to 
the  diagrams  below  to  make  a  tape  tip  lor  vour  glue 
bottle. 

1  .  Using  4"  long  piece  of  transparent  tape,  align 
1  long  edge  of  tape  with  edge  of  nozzle.  Press  tape 
firmly  to  nozzle  to  prevent  leaks. 

2.  Rotate  bottle  to  wrap  tape  around  nozzle.  Tape 
will  reverse  direction  and  wind  back  down  toward 
bottle. 

3.  Press  tail  of  tape  to  bottle  lor  easy  removal. 


3   Using  a  Paintbrush 
^  for  Gluing 

Here  are  a  few  things  to  keep  in  mind  when 
selecting  a  paintbrush  to  use  with  glue.  Choose  a 
soft-bristle  brush  so  that  vou  won't  tear  the  paper 
when  vou  brush  on  the  glue.  Be  sure  the  bristles  are 
firmly  attached  to  the  brush  to  prevent  them  from 
getting  caught  in  the  glue  and  ending  up  a  part  of 
vour  craft  project.  A  W'  shader  brush  is  a  good  size 
to  use  for  most  crafts.  Heidi  recommends  separate 
paintbrushes  for  paint  and  glue.  Always  wash  and 
dry  your  brushes  immediately  after  use  (before  the 
glue  or  the  paint  dries)  to  prolong  their  usefulness 
and  to  keep  them  in  top  condition.

4  Sponge-painting  Secrets 
"Sponge  painting  is  a  quick  and  eas)  wan  to 
apply  paint  to  a  craft,"  says  1  leidi.  "I  use  a  natural  sea 
sponge  to  get  a  textured  background  effect,  and  I 

often  cut  shapes  from  a  pop-up  craft  sponge  to  paint 
a  motif  on  a  project."  Here  arc  a  few  hints  that  will 
help  you  become  a  master  at  sponge  painting. 

•  Always  dampen  a  natural  sea  sponge  or  a  pop- 
up craft  sponge  with  water  before  dipping  the 
sponge  into  the  paint.  Be  sure  to  thoroughly  wring 
out  the  excess  water  so  you  won't  dilute  the  paint. 

•  After  dipping  the  sponge  into  the  paint,  blot 
the  excess  paint  on  a  paper  towel  to  keep  from 
applying  too  much  paint  at  one  time. 

•  If  the  sponge  becomes  saturated  with  paint, 
rinse  it  thoroughly  in  clean  water  and  wring  out  the 
excess  water. 

•  To  make  a  pop -up  cratt  sponge  shape  easier  to 
hold  while  painting,  cut  2  side-by-side  slits  in  the 
back  of  the  sponge.  Each  slit  should  be  about     -" 
long  and  !  i"  deep.  Insert  your  forefinger  and  thumb 
into  the  slits  to  get  a  good  grip  on  the  sponge.  If 
your  sponge  shape  is  too  small  for  slits,  simply  pin  a 
large  safety  pin  to  the  back  of  the  sponge  and  use  it 
as  a  handle  (see  the  photo). 


5   Brush  Up  on  Your 
Painting  Techniques

variety  of  capabilities.  Primers,  such  as  All  Purpose 
Pnmcr,  prepare  your  surface  (except  fabric)  for  even 
coverage  of  your  base  coat.  Aleene's  primer  also 
protects  the  surface  of  the  item  being  painted. 
Because  it  dries  clear,  it  works  well  when  you  want 
to  maintain  a  natural  finish. 

Mediums  are  always  mixed  with  an  acrylic  paint 
and  are  never  used  alone.  Mix  Textile  Medium  w  ith 
acylic  paint  to  make  the  paint  pliable  so  that  it  can 
be  absorbed  into  fabric  fibers.  No  heat  setting  is 
required  and  your  fabric  will  retain  its  softness.  Mix 
Cleat  Gel  Medium  with  acrylic  paint  so  that  the  paint 
can  be  used  as  a  stain  or  as  an  antiquing  paint.  Mix 
Glazing  Medium  with  acrylic  paint  to  thin  the  colors 
for  transparent  looks.  Mix  Mosaic  Crackle  Medium 
with  the  acrylic  paint  to  create  an  easy  faux  finish. 
Use  the  Mosaic  Crackle  Medium  in  conjunction 
with  Mosaic  Crackle  Activator. 

Varnishes  ensure  your  piece  will  be  protected. 
SatinVarnish  dries  to  a  soft  finish,  and  GlossVarnish 
dries  to  a  shiny  finish.  Both  varnishes  dry  clear. 

Although  Aleene's  paints  clean  up  easily  with 
soap  and  water,  be  sure  to  thoroughly  rinse  your 
paintbrushes  or  sponges  immediately  after  use  to 
prevent  the  paint  from  hardening  in  the  bristles  or 
in  the  sponge. 

When  stamping  or  sponge-painting  a  design,  it's  a 
good  idea  to  first  practice  on  a  piece  of  paper  to 
determine  the  correct  placement  and  proper 
amount  of  pressure  and  paint  needed  for  the  desired 
effect. 


Cut  slits  in  the  back  of  a  sponge  to  make  it 
easier  to  hold. 
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Keep  in  mind  that  because  you 
trace  the  shape  on  the  wrong  side 
of  the  fabric,  the  applique  is  a 
mirror  image  of  the  pattern  when 
it  is  fused  in  place. 


6  Working  with  Aleene's 
Fusible  Web 

Use  Aleene's  Fusible  Web™  to  create  fast  and  easy 
no-sew  projects.  For  the  best  results,  always  wash 
and  drv  fabrics  and  garments  before  applying  fusible 
web,  in  order  to  remove  any  sizing.  Do  not  use  fab- 
ric softener  in  the  washer  or  the  dryer. 

Lay  the  fabric  facedown  on  the  ironing  surface. 
(A  hard  surface,  such  as  a  wooden  cutting  board, 
will  ensure  a  firm  bond.)  Lay  the  fusible  web,  paper 
side  up,  on  the  fabric.  With  a  hot,  dry  iron,  fuse  the 
web  to  the  fabric  by  placing  and  lifting  the  iron.  Do 
not  allow  the  iron  to  rest  on  the  web  for  more  than 
one  or  two  seconds.  Do  not  slide  the  iron  back  and 
forth.  Remember,  you  are  only  transferring  the  glue 
web  to  the  fabric,  not  completely  melting  the  glue. 

Transfer  the  pattern  to  the  paper  side  of  the  web 
and  cut  out  the  pattern  as  specified  in  the  project 


directions.  Or  referring  to  the  right  side  of  the  fab- 
ric, cut  out  the  desired  portion  from  a  print  fabric. 

To  fuse  the  applique  to  the  project,  carefully  peel 
the  paper  backing  from  the  applique,  after  making 
sure  the  web  is  attached  to  the  fabric.  (If  the  web  is 
still  attached  to  the  paper,  re-fuse  it  to  the  applique 
before  fusing  the  applique  to  the  project.)  Arrange 
the  applique  on  the  desired  prewashed  fabric  or 
other  surface,  as  listed  in  the  project  directions.  If 
you  are  fusing  more  than  one  applique,  place  all  the 
appliques  in  the  desired  positions  and  then  fuse 
them  in  place.  With  a  hot,  dry  iron,  fuse  the 
appliques  to  the  project  by  placing  and  lifting  the 
iron.  Hold  the  iron  on  each  area  of  the  appliques  for 
approximately  five  seconds. 

Applying  lines  of  dimensional  paint  to  the  edges 
of  your  fused  appliques  provides  a  finished  look  but 
is  not  necessary. 
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7  Handcrafted  Means  Hand-Wash 
After  creating  a  beautiful  wearable,  you  will 
want  to  care  for  it  properly.  Be  sure  to  let  the  glue 
or  the  paint  on  your  now  garment  dry  for  at  least 
one  week  before  washing. This  allows  the  embellish 
ment  to  form  a  strong  bond  with  the  fabric.  (For 
glitter  designs,  wait  two  weeks  before  washing. ) 

Protect  your  work  from  the  rough-and-tumble 
treatment  of  a  washing  machine. Turn  the  garment 
wrong  side  out,  wash  by  hand,  and  hang  to  dry. 

8  Embroidery  Stitches 
To  make  blanket  or  buttonhole 
stitches,  knot  one  end  of  vour  floss.  Referring  to 
Diagram  A,  push  the  needle  up  from  the  wrong  side 
of  the  fabric,  even  with  the  edge  of  the  applique. 
Insert  the  needle  into  the  applique  and  then  come 
up  at  the  edge  again,  keeping  the  floss  below  the 
point  of  the  needle.  Continue  stitching  in  this  man- 
ner, keeping  vour  stitches  even. The  stitches  should 
be  approximately  i  ih"  long  and  !  4"  apart. 

To  make  straight  stitches,  knot  one  end  of 
vour  floss.  Referring  to  Diagram  B,  push  the  needle 
up  from  the  wrong  side  of  the  fabric.  Insert  the  nee- 
dle up  and  down  in  the  fabric  as  shown. Vary  stitch 
lengths  as  desired.
